New jobs hold unemployment line

WASHINGTON - About a third of 
a million new jobs were created last 
month to keep up with a growing 
laborlorce-and maintain unemploy- 
ment at 7 percent, but most of them 
were either part-time or In gov- 
ernment, the Labor Department 
said Friday. 

Civilian employment In October, 
as measured by a survey of 59,500 
households, rose by 349,000 jobs to 
110,240,000, or 60,8 percent of the na- 
tion's adult non-military population. 

But 228.000 ol the new jobs were 
part-time, either because of slack 
business conditions or because those

were the only openings that people 
wanting to work full-time could find, 
the Bureau of Labor Statistics said. 

"Almost all of the Job gains occur-,,, 
red among women and teen-agers, a" 
good deal of It in part-time Jobs," 
Bl^ Commissioner Janet L. Nor- 
wood told the Joint Economic Com- 
mittee of Congress.- "The number of 
persons ... who wanted full-time 
work-but had to settle for part-time 
jobs was 5.8 million In October, a 
rather high number for this stage of 
a recovery." 


Also keeping the unemployment 
rate flat in October was a rise in the 
labor force of 260,000, the first mon- 
thly Increase since June. Labor force 
growth bad halted over the summer, . 
enabling the jobless rate to fall to 6.9 
percent and 6.8 percent In July and 
August, respectively, before climb- 
ing back to '^percent lit September, 
where It has hovered most of the 
past year. 

Meanwhile, an Increase of 600,000 
In the number of voluntary part- 
time workers'over the past 12 mon- 
ths, to 14.3 million in October, in- 
dicates that more women and teen- 
agers arc taking jobs to help faml-

COLLEGE PARK, Md.- A University of 
Maryland drug task force, formed after. Ihe. 
cocpinc-induccd death of basketball star Len 
Bias, proposed Friday that the university 
.adopt a comprehensive drug abuse program 
that Includes belter coordinated law en- 
forcement and changes In campus policies. 

The task force hasn’t completed final de- 
liberations on the dralt recommendations, 
but In a summary urged Implementation ol 
the entire four-part program if the universi- 
“ty hopes to reduce or eradicate drug abuse. — 
The task force recommended speedy adop- 
tion of the plan in principle and acknowl- 
edged that Implementation would come 
"over lime as facilities, personnel and other 
necessary resources become available." 

The task force urged changes in education 


and counseling, disciplinary policies and en- 
forcement practices, drug testing and law 
enforcement coordination and cooperation. 
Many of those areas were targeted by pre- 
liminary .recommendations released., lost, 
month by the task force, which is headed by 
former Attorney General Benjamin Clvilet- 
11 . 

Another task force formed after the June 
19 death of Dias proposed tougher academic 
standards and belter academic counseling 
for athletes. Chancellor John B. Slaughter 
discussed those proposals behind closed 
,doors with the university regents Friday. 

Regents- spokcsman-Anhc'Moultrte-said 
Slaughter would report back to the board by 
Dec. 12 and present a statement on the 
Department of Intercollegiate Athletics. 
Slaughter bad-acknowIcdgcd that some of 
the task force's more than 60 recommenda- 
tions would be expensive lo_impJeiDent, 


Moullrle'sald. 

Slau^lcr did not return phone messages 
left by The Associated Press. 

The drug task force also urged cstobUsh- 
ment of a drug education o^-prcventlon 
program for all segments of the campus 
community, as well as a Center for Drug 
Education, Prevention and Research. The 
center would eventually provide assistance 
to primary and secondary school drug abuse 
programs. 

More money should be devoted to drug 
counseling, the draft said. Task force 
meigbers stressed that “drug counseling 
-shoiud-be absalulely-confidential. and have 
sufficient staff to meet the campus com- 
rnunlly’s needs. Treatment connected with 
counseling should be unrelated and inad- 
missible as grounds for disciplinary pro- 
ceedings." 

The report asked for the student code of 


conduct to specify penalties for drug of- 

^^The^ task force has not yet determined the 
sanctions for first-time offenders, The 
report considered suspension, probation or 
leaving the dectsign to campus authorities. 
The punishment would include mandatory 
counseling and some drug testing. 

For a second offense, the task force 
recommended expulsion after a due process 

^^Thc report also called for continued ran- 
dom testing of athletes, with results to be 
kept confidential. 

--A "Judlclally-dlscrlmlnate drug testing 
program" should be pul into effect tor “all 
members of the community in cases where 
there is reasonable cause to believe that a 
person Is using controlled dangerous 
substances." but should require independent 
approval from the appropriate campus 


authority before an individual must submit 
to the tests, the task force said. 

Students who used Or'possess drugs also 
would be put Into a drug-testing program-as 
a condition for remaining on probation in 
school. A positive test would result In expul- - 
slon. '' 

The report calls for. a larger police' staff 
and stronger enforcement of drug'pollcles, 
which would be' accomplished in part 
through better cooperation between police 
and resident advisers. 

Other tools for better monitoring drug 
abuse “would include a confldeallal drug tip 
hotline, the appropriate use of anonymous 
surveillance personnel, and the publication 
of sfatistlcs regarding probation-suspension 
an^ expulsion in drug-related cases," the 
report said. 

The university has' scheduled daylong 
hearings Tuesday In the Student Union on 
the draft recommendations.
